He shows also, that bad Great, Britain been taxed inthe 
same ratio, in the year 1865, as was this youth{ul nation, that 
the amount raised in the United Empire would have reached 
the enormous amount of $1,424,184840, instead of the com- 
paratively moderate sum of $354,131,000 actually required us- 
der the present carefuliy adjusted system of taxation. We 
regret that we have not the space to reproduce many otber 
points frum this carefully prepared and thoughtful report, but 
can now only find room to give the following extract, which 
refers particclarly to the United States’ relations with British 
North America, and decidedly favours the renewal of reci- 
procity between the two countries. 


“The renewing of high or probibitory rates of duty on the 
pork, beef, lumber, wool, and vegetables ofthe British provinces, 
consequent upon the termination of the reciprocity treaty, have 
injured and not benefited the American agriculturist, Canadian 
lumber,we must bave, and have taken it as before, paying our- 
selves the duty of twenty per cent., and some percentage addi- 
tiona]. The exclusion of Canadian ‘combing wools’ has rendered 
unproductive, capital and machinery invested in the worsted man- — 
facture tothe extent ofsome eight millions of dollars, depriving 9 
American wool-grower on the one hand of a market for a 
proportion of his product of * clothing wool’ to be mixed with the 
Canada worsted wools, andthe American grain-grower on the 
other hand, of a market for the agricultural produce required ‘to 
feed the operatives ot the now idic and silent worsted factories.

- Although we have had telegraphic despatches from Lon- 
don up to noon yesterday, there is but little news of impor- 
tance tonote.

We 
are informed that the British American Commissioners, now 
in London, have agreed upon the form of a bill to report to 
Parliament on the subject of Confederation, but further than 
this we are not advised, and shall therefore await patiently 
the appearance of the bill itself, hoping meantime that the 
representatives of Provincial interests will act wisely and 
move carefully, avoiding all bickerings among themselves, 
which may now be considered the only thing to fear. 

The Emperor of the French, on New Year’s Day, reiterated 
his previous announcement that his “policy is peace,” and 
the King of Italy is also said to have expressed himself very 
pacifically. Yet when we reflect upon the vast armaments 
of Europé, and contemplate the various ambitious designs of 
crowned heads, we are not sure that the present year will close 
as tranquilly as it opens. 


A Sensible Report. 

We have before us the official “ report of the Special Com- 
missioners of Revenue” which has been addressed to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, by Mr. David A, Wells, in accordance 
with an act of Congress passed in July last. Mr. Wells serv- 
ed as Chairman of the “ Internal Revenue Commission’ of !ast 
year, and, in that capacity, made a joint report on the subject, 
which so favourably impressed the Cabinet and the cowatry 
generally, that he was immediately created a “* Special Vom. 
missioner,” and instructed to report through the Secretary of 
the Treasury to Congress, “ such modifications of the rates of 
taxation, as he might find to be conducive to the public inte- 
rests ;” and this is his first report under the act. It is seldom 
that an official, in this country, takes pains to go to 
the root of the subject in hand, bat, for the time devoted to 
it, this report certainly appears to be very thoroughly and 
carefully prepared. '

‘the Court grants alimony to the wife when the husband has been 

the offending party, it can also mulct a guilty wife for the benefit 

mot only of her offspring but of the husband from whom she has 
been separated. It will do this, and in the case before us it has 
done.so, on the ground that where a union has been broken, and 
the common home abandoned by the criminality of one, without 
the fault of the other, it is just that the innocent party sbould 
not, in addition to the grievous wrong dene by the breach of the 
vow, be wholly deprived of the means of living on the 














the judge observed, it is obviously inequitable “ that fands which 
» ‘were-intended at the time of the marriage for the use of both, 
sould be borne off by the guilty party, and perhaps transferred 
to the hands of the adulterer as the dowry of a second marriage.” 
In ‘the present instance, it appeared that the income of the 
husband was £260 per annum, while that of the wife was £1,458, 
a sogether £1,718.

Tue “ Potynestan Races.”—At the meeting of the French 
Academy, on the 12th of November, M. A. de Quatrefages 
presented a note on the Polynesian Races. In the opinion of 
M. de Quatrefages the Polynesians are essentially a mixed 
Tace, to the formation of which the three fundamental types 
of man, the white, yellow, and black, have contributed, but 
in-uneaual proportions. In the finest of the Oceanic popula- 
tions the white el t predominates, especially gst the 
aristocracy, occasionally shcwing itself nearly pure...'Vhe ne- 
ro element is found in various degrees, being very marked 
in — of “¢ individuals & = oe — The yellow 
type is, in the ter portion of these populations, the one 
which enters the ledet. The Malay race is formed by the ad- 
mixture of the same races as the Polynesian, bat the propor- 
tions are changed, and in the Malay the yellow race agsumes 
the mort prominent position.

Thus be has been able to Ahat the 
Maories arrived at New Zealand, not from the Sat isles, 
but from Manaia, and that this migration occurred many cen- 
turies after that of the Tahitiens, in fact, has no greater an- 
tiquity than the early patt of the fifteenth century. In parts 
of the Eastern Archipelago the parent stock of the Oceanic 
population is clearly recognisable, both by its physioal cba- 
facters and by language. The Polynesians established them- 
selves first at Samoa and Tonga and passed from them to the 
other archipelagos in the immense ocean open before them. 
Sometimes they found these isles desert, sometimes occupied 
by races more or less black, probably arrived there by some 
of those accidents of navigation of which we often see in- 
stances. None of these migrations go back beyond the era of 
history, whilst some of the principal ones have taken place 
about the time of the Christian era, and others belong 
comparatively to modern times. °
